Resolution of Disapproval Pass- 
ed, the Vote Rescinded, 
and Defeated*

A resolution disapproving of the use 
without charge of the Community 
Building by the Woman's Community 
Club was passed, the vote rescinded 
and defeated on a second ballot at the 
meeting of the Borough Council on 
Monday night. 

This resolution, offered by Council- 
man Robert F. Wood, provided an 
hour's dramatic debate on the subject, 
and resulted in tiic first tie vote in 
Council since 1910. 

Permission was granted to the Com- 
munity Club to use the Girl Scout 
room of the Community Building by 
the Recreation Board, which adminis- 
r..d the playground grounds and build- 
ing. 

Mr. Wood, in defending lu's resolu- 
tion, stated that it implied no criticism 
of the Recreation Board, which he felt 
had done an excellent job. nor of the 
Community Club. His point was that 
Council should go oti record as oppos- 
ing the principle of using public prop- 
erty for private use without compen- 
sation. A very nominal fee would, he 
said, satisfy the principle at stake.

In the only contest for Borough of- 
fices, John A. Mowrer, Jr., of 714 
Montgomery Avenue, won a nomina- 
tion for Council on the Republican 
ticket at the Primary Election on Tues- 
day. He defeated Clifford W. Bates, 
incumbent, who has held a scat for one 
four-year term. 

Mowrer ran ahead of Bates in Dis- 
tricts 1 and 2 but lost the third by 31 
votes. The total vote was as follows: 
Mowrer 686. Bates 591, William H. 
Fretz 788, and Edward S. Haws 810. 
Messrs. Fretz and Haws arc both 
candidates for re-election. 

Bates was a candidate for re-election 
also on the Democratic ticket, as were 
Frctz and Haws. Mowrer had no 
Democratic petitions filed for him 
though he received T votes on this 
ticket. Bates polled 79 Democratic 
votes. Fretz 83 and Haws 94 so that 
their names will appear on the ballot 
at the general election in November. 

By gaining the Republican nomina- 
tion Mowrer is more or less assurred 
of election unless sufficient split ballots 
are cast at the general election to put 
Bates ahead of him. 

Borough voters, as usual, indulged 
their whims on Tuesday by writing on 
the ballots names of men who were not 
running for office, by voting for men 
who do not live in the Borough, by try- 
ing by their vote to create the ofiice 
of high constable which does not exist 
in Narberth and similar idiosyncrasies. 

The vote for unopposed candidates 
on the Republican ticket will be found 
in the chart elsewhere in this issue.

Dr. Sigmund Spaeth, noted musical 
critic and author, and dubbed "music's 
playboy" for his unusual radio pro- 
grams, amused the guests with several 
of his sketches. Included were "Yankee 
Doodle/' rendered in the styles of many 
composers, and various interpretations 
of "Jack and Jill." 

Dr. R. Mills Silby, noted English 
musician and now organist at the 
Cathedral of SS. Peter and Paul, 
Philadelphia, played several selections 
on the organ, including improvisations 
of a theme suggested by Dr. Tily, and 
one of his own compositions. 

An unusual musical effect was ob- 
tained by Dr. Tily, who played an 
organ accompaniment to a record of 
"The Song of Songs," sung by Richard 
Crooks. He later played a duet with 
Dr. Spaeth playing the piano. 

Plans for the quick sale of member- 
ships, and election of officers for this 
year made up the brief business meet- 
ing.

"King of the Stars," in its first Ameri- 
can performance. It will be sung in 
an English translation from the French 
made by Mr, Carey. This work will be 
presented at three concerts at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House next spring. 

Another work to be given in con- 
junction with the Philadelphia Orches- 
tra is that monster creation of mod- 
ern choraldom, Schoenberg's "Gurre- 
Lieder." This also will receive its first 
American performance at the Metro- 
politan on January IS, 16 and 18. It 
will require three male choruses and a 
mixed choir. 

At its own concerts, but assisted by 
the orchestra, the Mendelssohn Club 
will present Brahms' "Song of Des- 
tiny," considered one of the greatest 
short choral works, and a section of 
Bach's B Minor Mass, "Cum Sanctu 
Spiritu." 

Two works conducted by Mr. Carey 
this summer at the Anglo-American 
Music Conference held in Luzerne, 
Switzerland, will be repeated this sea- 
son by the club. They are "Urvs Sion 
Unica," by Horatio Parker from his 
"Hora Novissima," and the negro spir- 
itual, "Listen to the Lambs," by R. 
Nathaniel Dett, director of music at 
Hampton Institute and considered one 
of the finest composers of the negro 
school. 

Also to be included in the season's 
program will be two numbers for 
women by Elgar, "The Snow," and 
"High Singing Bird," and other nov- 
elties. 

Acting as leader of the Mendels- 
sohn Club is in the nature of an extra 
job for Mr. Carey, who is director of 
music at Girard College. Choral 
music, with the exception of the Glee 
Club, is at a temporary standstill at 
Girard until next fall, when the col- 
lege's new chapel is completed. 

Mr. Carey was born in Hamilton, 
Ontario, and lived there until nine 
years ago. He received his musical 
education at Florence, Italy; Munich, 
Germany, and London. At Hamilton 
he was conductor of the Elgar Choir 
and director of the Conservatory of 
Music. 

When teaching at the summer school 
at Cornell and at West Chester State 
Teachers' College he was offered the 
directorship of music at Girard Col- 
lege and has held that position for the 
past nine years. 

His first introduction to Philadel- 
phia audiences as a choral leader was 
at the Sesqui-Centcnnial in 1926 when 
he conducted the giant choir of 6300 
voices. Five years ago, when Mr. 
Carey became conductor of the Men- 
delssohn Club, it numbered but 80 
voices. Under his leadership it has 
been built up into a perfectly balanced 
choir of 240 voices. 

A tall, powerfully-built man, im- 
mensely interested in his work, Mr. 
Carey is enthusiastic over the future 
of choral music in this country. He 
feels that the association between the 
Philadelphia Orchestra and the Men- 
delssohn Club has brought about great 
interest in choral music in Philadelphia. 
"We have been able to give some of 
the greatest choral works with the best 
talent under the finest conditions and 
the result is a steadily growing appre- 
ciation of choral music," he remarked.

a tie. 

In Lower Merion the vote for 
County Commissioner was as follows: 
William A. Ridgeway, 3549; H. Stan- 
ley Drake, 3371; Louis A. Young, 
2605; Arthur F. Strouse, 1544; and 
Francis J. Ball, 572. 

In Narberth the balloting for County 
Commissioner was as follows: Young, 
1042; Strouse, 754; Ridgeway, 303; 
Drake, 279; and Ball, 98. 

In the contest for District Attorney, 
Stewart Nase, of Lansdale, the or- 
ganization candidate, defeated Abraham 
H. Hendricks and Frank X. Renninger 
for the nomination in the County, lit 
Lower Merion Nase received 3308 
votes to 1374 for Hendricks, 989 for 
Renninger and 107 for Samuel L. Bor- 
ton. Narberth gave 712 votes to 
Hendricks, 318 to Nase, 160 to Ren- 
ninger and 20 to Borton. 

The nomination for Sheriff was won 
by Haseltine Lever, Chief of Police of 
Abington Township, who polled 3082 
votes in Lower Merion to Walzer' s 
2231. In the Borough Walzer had a 
tremendous majority, receiving 1075 
votes to Lever's 188. 

George Gane, of Brytt Mawr, another 
Main Line candidate for County office, 
was defeated by the organization candi- 
date, Frank W. Shalkop, in the Town- 
ship by 3434 to 2016. Gane won j>ut 
one district, his home polling place, 
West Bryn Mawr. In Narberth Gane 
fared better, as did all the Boyd-Just 
candidates, polling 824 votes to Shal- 
kop's 381. 

William G. Hower, candidate for re- 
election as Recorder of Deeds on the 
Johnson ticket, polled the biggest vote 
in the Township, 4461 to 1282 for his 
opponent, Fred J. Koeberle.. In Nar- 
berth. Hower lost by about a two-to- 
one vote.

Writer Says Churches and 
Clubs Do Not Conflict 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

Concerning the Rev. Cletus A. 
Senft's letter in our paper last week, 
one cannot but respect his zeal for 
church work, But his comment seems 
hardly called for, when he asserts "it 
does seem to me as though we are 
contributing our energies (in com- 
munity organizations) in a less useful 
way than if we all contributed these 
same energies to the Lord's work 
through our respective churches." 

If, as Mr. Senft pointed out, there 
are at least ten community organiza- 
tions in Narberth, even so -they are 
too few. Narberth lacks a good men's 
club, such as the Bala-Cynwyd Neigh- 
borhood Club, which has over 500 
members and has accomplished many 
things. It lacks a progressive business 
men's association. . . . 

I make bold to say that Narberth's 
churches receive more aid from the 
community than they give, in the sense 
of "contributing energies," and also in 
a financial sense. Ask any business 
man or woman here who has been 
solicited 'teen times for aid for new 
buildings, advertising in calendars, etc. 

Has it ever occurred to many of our 
residents that Narberth's one Boy 
Scout troop is the struggling one it is 
for no better reason than that it has 
not been sponsored by Narberth's 
churches? You may hear it said that 
the Scouts have been supported by 
church members, and that no one 
church can readily serve as a meeting 
place for boys of all denominations. 
. . . Very well, why can not there be 
two or four active troops here, as in 
Bala-Cynwyd, where the Presbyterian 
Church, the Methodist Church and St. 
Asaph's Church serve as headquarters 
for boys recruited from a community 
far less populous than Narberth? 

Narberth has a splendid community 
spirit Its public-spirited citizens have 
accomplished many fine things. For 
a period of years, after the Civic Asso- 
ciation disbanded, the Borough seemed 
to lie dormant, absorbing the great 
influx of new residents who had made 
it lose its old familiar small-town unity 
of community life. But now, with the 
formation of a men's bridge club, a 
players' group and other new organi- 
zations, a renaissaince seems to be 
taking place. To this, the church mem- 
bers are contributing their individual 
support. Let this continue!

To the Editor; 

I want to commend in high terms 
the editorial which you printed in last 
week's issue of Our Town in reference 
to the County Campaign. It was one 
of the most honest and courageous 
pieces of newspaper work that has 
come to my attention in a long time. I 
found that I personally was not warm- 
ing up to either side of that campaign 
very much and I was a little surprised 
at my own* state of mind because 
ordinarily my sympathies are rather 
apt to go to any form of insurrection 
and also I was slightly prejudiced 
against the Johnson machine because 
they did not put the County advertising 
in "Our Town.'* 

Of course I did not think that they 
ought to give "Our Town" all of the 
County advertising, but I do think that 
any legal advertisements affecting prop- 
erties or the citizens of any locality 
should be printed in those newspapers 
which have the largest circulation in 
the localities affected. Your editorial 
clarified my own thinking and made me 
see that my state of indecision was 
quite justified.

I think that they have dealt 
pretty liberally with Narberth, taking 
into consideration that they are practi- 
cal machine politicians and also taking 
into consideration the fact that there 
are people who claim to be leaders of 
Narberth opinion and of Narberth vot- 
ing who have very frequently thwarted 
the desires and purposes of Mr. John- 
son. 

This letter is being dictated Monday 
afternoon, so there is no possibility 
that the sentiments expressed in it are 
in any degree influenced by the out- 
come of the primary vote in Narberth, 
which will be known to you no doubt 
at the time when you receive this let- 
ter.

Lively Debate Staged 

by Council Over Building 

Continued from Fnge One 

When the first roll call was taken 
on the resolution it was passed by a 4-3 
vote, after a tie necessitated the cast- 
ing of the deciding vote by President 
Leitch. The voting in this instance 
was as follows: ayes — Messrs, Bates, 
Haws, Wood, Leitch. Nos — Messrs. 
Fretz, Hall and Kaeber. 

This vote which split Council 
asunder did not settle the matter as 
the debate, spirited but friendly, con- 
tinued. Burgess Henry A. Frye en- 
tered the arena at this time to point 
out that Council was reversing its stand 
made two years ago when the reorgan- 
ized Recreation Board's program was 
approved. This gave to the Recreation 
Board complete control and administra- 
tion over the recreational facilities and 
grounds and the buildings thereon. 

When the terms of this agreement 
were consulted, President Leitch felt 
that his vote in favor of the resolution 
was in effect repudiating the terms of 
this previous agreement. 

A motion by Mr. Kaeber to rescind 
the vote on the resolution was seconded 
and unanimously adopted. Mr. Wood 
then moved the adoption of the reso- 
lution. On this second vote the ayes 
and nos were the same as in the first 
case with the exception of President 
Leitch, who again being called upon to 
cast the deciding vote, delivered his in 
the negative, thus defeating the reso- 
lution. 

The niuch-voted-upon resolution is as 
follows: 

"WHEREAS, members of Council 
have been reliably informed that the 
Recreation Board has granted to the 
Women's Community Club of Narberth 
free use of the Girl Scout room, so- 
called, in the Community Building for 
an indefinite term of time and occa- 
sions; 

"AND WHEREAS the Women's 
Community Club is a private organiza- 
tion, sustained by the dues of the mem- 
bership, election to which is controlled 
by standards set up by the organiza-

tion, following the custom of all clubs; 

"AND WHEREAS the exclusive 
use of the Girl Scout room by the 
Women's Community Club on any suc- 
cession of dates might and probably 
would interfere with the free use of 
the same room by the public or by 
qualified organizations; 

"AND WHEREAS this free use of 
the Community Building is, in the opin- 
ion of Council, a violation of the origi- 
nal agreement between Council and the 
donors of the building, which agree- 
ment is recorded on the minutes of 
Council of August 5, 1925, and is mor- 
ally and legally binding upon the pres- 
ent Council to maintain and defend; 

"AND WHEREAS it is contrary 
to the public interest, as defined by 
principles, generally accepted and wide- 
ly maintained, that private use should 
be made of public property, without 
fee or compensation therefor; 

"THEREFORE be it and it is here- 



by resolved by the Narberth Borough 
Council in regular meeting assembled, 
on this 14th day of September, 1931, 
that the Secretary of Council be and 
he is hereby instructed to appraise the 
Recreation Board of Council's disap- 
proval of the free use of the Commu- 
nity Building by the Women's Com- 
munity Club, by sending to that 
Board a copy of these resolutions; 

"AND BE IT FURTHER RE- 
SOLVED that these Resolutions be 
entered on the minutes of Council for 
future reference and guidance."

Gene Davis' Narberth baseball team 
once more won the right to enter the 
playoff for the Main Line League title 
when they defeated Ed Sullivan's much- 
battered Lansdowne club by the score 
of 7-0 last Saturday afternoon at the 
playground. This victory clinched the

A private showing of a group of 
mural paintings by William Tefft 
Schwarz drew a large number of visi- 
tors to his Cynwyd studio last Sunday.

Excess heat — plus. 

Where are those cool September 
nights — and days? 

Now that the primary election is over 
we can turn our attention to "wets" 
and "drys" in the garden. 

Lots of water will be appreciated by 
the dahlias; the soil is well drained — 
of course. 

When setting out small plants of 
delphiniums in the garden, better place 
a handful of Scotch soot around the 
plants — to keep slugs away. 

September for planting out peren- 
nials, October for bulbs and November 
for deciduous shrubs.

Eupatorium coelestinum, known as 
hardy ageratum, may be moved in fall 
after flowering, but mark well the place 
as it appears above the surface very 
late in spring. It docs well in partial 
shade. The white variety, eupatorium 
ageratoides, is a bit weedy.

In February we advised our readers 
to order seeds of pompon zinnias. 
Those who grew them are more than 
delighted. One of the nicest cutting 
flowers for the table and they keep 
coming until frost. ■■ ■■ - 

Legumes like lime. Yes! And what 
are legumes? Well, for instance, peas, 
beans, sweet peas, lathyrus, lupines, 
clovers, vetches, locusts and wistarias. 
Any plant having a pea-like flower is 
pretty sure to be of the family legumin- 
accae. This may be .the answer to 
the question — Why doesn't my wistaria 
flower? Wistarias seem to be tricky 
plants. They flower better when they 
can't climb any further, when the leaf 
buds are pinched off — helping to force 
growth into the flower buds, when their 
roots are pruned and when they arc 
old enough to flower. Perhaps a com- 
bination of all these helps with lime in 
the soil and an alkaline fertilizer will 
bring flowers to the flowerless wistaria. 

The astilbes, or spireas, are awfully 
nice things, flowering in June in white 
and shades of rose and pink. They 
rather like half shade and a fairly 
moist situation. Old ones may be 
divided now or new ones planted from 
now until frost. The newer garden 
varieties grow from two to four feet 
tall and arc fine as a foreground for 
shrub plantings. 



Abelia grandiflora! What a nice 
little shrub it is. Gracefully arching 
branches, pretty pointed glossy leaves 
and dainty pinkish-white flowers. 
Abelia should have a position protected 
from winter winds as the tips are apt 
to be frozen back. A little trimming 
and it comes back smiling. 

The blue of chickory with the yellow 
of golden rod makes a pretty picture 
around King of Prussia and Valley 
Forge, in the limestone country. Poor 
old golden rod, much maligned and be- 
slandcrcd, and innocent enough for it 
does not bring sneezes to hay fever 
sufferers; it's just a superstition.
